1. Onboarding/Training 

a) Target Date: Beginning of 
February (2/11-2/12)* 

b) Suggested Schedule: A remote on 
boarding which will take up to an hour 
and a half. I suggest targeting a time in 
the early parts of the afternoon where we 
can have the group that will be operating 
the account there for a screen share 
training session. It is a train the trainer 
model so we will make sure to go over 
any questions or concerns

c) Invite Template: Below is some 
language that can be used to invite users 
to the training.

We will be partnering with 
home-security company 
Rina.com. to utilize a platform 
they’ve created specifically for 
law enforcement called the

quick video explaining how it 
works. 

The Neighbors Portal will allow 
us to post and comment directly 
to the Neighbors App, send out 
real-time crime and safety 
alerts, and request footage from 
Ring users for investigative 
purposes. 

Ring will be joining us on [Date] 
to train our department on the 
tool so please keep an eye out 
for a calendar invite. ” 

d) Final Headcount -1 will follow up 
with you 5 days before the scheduled 
onboarding to finalize a total 
headcount with you as we'll need 
enough time to assemble and ship 
the training packets so please keep 
this in mind! 


2. Portal Requirements 


a) Shapefile - I'll need a shapefile of your 
jurisdictional boundaries in order to create the portal 
(GIS format preferred but we should be able to 
convert most). Please send that over at your earliest 
convenience. 

b) Chrome Access - Once the portal is created, I 
will invite as the first user to test your agency's 
access on Internet Explorer. Once I work out with 
him which browser it will need to be I'll send you an 
invite to be an admin. 
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c) Beats Map - Please send over a Beats map of the 
jurisdiction so we can create the areas for your 
portal. 


d) User Provisioning - Attached is an Excel 
doc outlining what info is needed to set 
up users in portal. Please add everyone 
that would potentially need an account 
and send it back to me before onboarding 
day. Accounts will NOT be provisioned 
until after the the on boarding and I'll be 
confirming the final user list with you 
before doing so. Please let me know if 
you have any questions on this! 


3. Miscellaneous 

a) Distributing Donation Units - Below are some 
ideas from what other agencies have done: 

1. Raffling off devices at community 
events by verbally telling attendees to text 
your code to 555-888 (which texts them 
your attribution link) and having them 
download the app on the spot. Winner must 
show you the app on their phone to redeem 
their prize. (80 downloads from 100 people 
in the room = 4 more donation devices). 

This code will be created and sent out to you 
prior to on boarding. 

2. Donating directly to homeowners who 
have been burglarized or domestic violence 
victims who have active restraining orders 
filed. 

3. Donating directly to a crime-related 
non-profit like your local Crime Stoppers 
program for them to distribute.
